Public health a1s<i demands nn exten¬ 
sion of the fn*« iiM*<lical service. .\t the present time, many a disease, and even 
epideinies, get their «*rigln fn»in the fact ibnl jioor jMsiple shrink from »*onsulting 
a physician In'cniise of the l•xpense. until it is ttsi late. 

While we rentizi* that piiuperism and prostitution aix*. the legitimate «nn- 
growth of the pn*sent system, which s ibmerges the lower stratum of ihe pmh- 
tariut. it is well known that eerlaiii wealthy citizens derive prolit fnun degra»l:i- 
tion through tin* rent of old nM»keii»*s. which are a menace both to public iiiornU 
and the fiublie health. We demand that all slum pnusTiy ls» eondemned and tin- 
ground cleami by the puhlie authority's, and that, where advi-^able. the spnc»‘s 
so elearnl he tlevoted 10 op**n air gyiuiiiisiuins or for piirk pitrpoM-.-.
